The roads that lead north and south

Travelers of all sorts hava 
agreed that Uie condition of the build- 
ings, the coarseness of the faro, tba 
badness of tho beds and the exorbitane-o 
of the reckoning could not be equaled 
elsewhere. 
Nut one ol them displayed 


a sign, aud, j-avo for the number ot 
handbills posted up beside the door, 
the inn was liko every other houso 
along the way. Tho windows had often 
no sashes, the roofs lot in tho rain. 
Mattresses wore unknown, ami on t.'io 
hottest night in .summer tho weary 
lodger wa.s compelled to lie down upon 
n feather bed. 
Ureakfast cost six .shill- 


ings: dinner cost a dollar. A night's 
lodging was half as much; bin, if clean 
sheets were demanded, tho price was 
sixpence more. 
Suppers were rarely 


eaten. 
Inn-keepers attributed these 


evils to the customs of the land, and 
declared that, while wayfarers found 
entertainment at the houses of tho 
great, the condition of the tavern could 
never bo improved. There were, of 
course, exceptions.

naries with which the most fastidious

The building wai> large, 


wa.s 
of brick, and provided with a long 


veranda in front. 
For a shilling and 


sixpence, Virginia currency, the trav- 
eler was shown to a neat bed in a well- 
furnished room up one llight of .stairs. 
On tho wall was fastened a printed 
table of rates. From this ho learned 
that breakfast cost two shillings and 
dinner, with grog or toddy, was three; 
that a quart of toddy wa.s one and six, 
that a bottlo of porter wa.s two and. 
six. and that tho best Madeira wine 
sold for six shillings a quart. When ho 
rose iu tho morning ho washed his face, 
not in his room, but on the piazza, and 
ate his breakfast, in tho coolest of din- 
ing-rooms, at a table adorned with 
powter spoons aud china plates. Off 
at one side was a tub full of water 
wherein melons and cucumbers, pitch- 
ers of milk and bottles of wine, were 
placed to cool. 
Near bv was a water- 


case, which held two dc'cantcrs. 
If he 


called for water, a wench brought it 
fresh from tho spring, and ho drank 
from a glass which had long been cool- 
ing in a barrel which stood in one cor- 
ner of the room. 
For his lodging and 


his board, if he ate a cool supper and 
was content with one quart of toddy, 
ho paid the landlord of the Eaglo ten 
shillings, Virginia currency, or one 
dollar and 
sixty-six 
cents Federal
